GROWERS WILL 
VOTE ON PEANUT 
QUOTAS IN DEC. 


Confronted by a choice bet- 
ween 1948 marketing quotas 
with prices supported at $150.00 
or more a ton and unrestricted 
production with unsupported 
prices of $60.00 or less, more 
than 300 peanut growers from 
14 Alabama counties met at 
Troy late in August and decided 
unanimously that the wise 
thing to do would be to vote for 
quotas in the referendum to be 
held early in December by pro- 
clamation of Clinton P, Ander- 
son, U. S. Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. 

As a result of the Troy meet- 
ing and the decisions reached 
there, an intensive campaign 
will be pushed in Aabama _ to 
win approval for an acreage al- 
lotment of 362,447 for the 1948 
crop. 

W. B. Crawley, president of 
the GFA Peanut Association and 
chairman of the Alabama Pro- 
duction and Marketing Admin- 
istration (AAA) committee, pre- 
sided and with Walter L. Ran- 
dolph, president of the Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation; P. O. 
Davis, state extension director 
Second District Congressman 
George Grant, and others, told 
the growers that they could not 
expect to maintain prices at 
present levels without quotas. 
All of them urged a ‘yes’ vote in 
the quota referendum which 
will be held between December 
1 and 15, probably on December

for the P and MA, explained the 
conditions of the referendum. 
The national marketing suota 
for 1948 has been set at 760,000 
tons. It is estimated that this 
will be produced by 2,324,159 
acres. Of this total acreage, Ala- 
bama has been alloted 362,447 
acres. In 1941, the last previous 
year in which acreage allotment 
was made, Alabama allotment 
was 274,907 acres. 

Mr. Bond went on to explain 
that any farmer planting pea- 
nuts for sale this year would be 
eligible to vote in the referen- 
dum, If two thirds of the grow- 
ers voting in referendum yote 
for quotas they will be in effect 
on peanuts for three year period 
—1948, 1949, 1950, 

Ii more than one third of 
those voting oppose marketing 
quotas, then all restrictions will 
be removed and price supports 
with them, 

This was emphasized by Mr. 
Randolph who said that if the 
referendum falls to pass there 
will be no loan or diversion pro- 
gram on the 1948 crop, On the 
other hand if two thirds of the 
voters throughout the peanut 
belt vote in favor of quotas 
there will be a loan of 90 per 
cent of parity prices on peanuts 
in 1948 and Congress will work 
out a loan or diversion program 
for 1949 and 1950. 

Mr. Randolph predicted that 
if growers failed to approve 
quotas in the December referen- 
dum process decline to $60.00 a 
ton or less. 

Earlier in the year Mr. Ran- 
dolph, with others, counseled a- 
gainst the referendum which 
the Agriculture Secretary called 
arguing that a limitation on 
production would be unwise and 
unnecessary. Te cabinet mem- 
ber, however, called the refer- 
endum anyway, leaving little 
choice for growers.

1,000,000 BALES OF 
COTTON PRODUCED 
THIS YEAR 


Montgomery — The largest 
cotton crop in three years has 
been reported by the Alabama 
Co-Op Reporting Service in a 
statement which said that 1,- 
000,000 bales will be harvested 
from the current crop. 

Favorable August weather re- 
sulted in an estimated increased 


lyield of 80,000 bales. The report 


stated that production is up 
sharply in central and south 
Alabama, but in the Tennessee 
it is only moderately higher 
than in 1946. 7 

Total acreage preducing the 
million bales is estimated at 1,- 
572,000 acres, with an estimated 
yield of 305 lint pounds per acre, 
which is 47 pounds per acre 
heavier than a year ago. 

Only three states lead Alaba- 
ma in cotton production: Texas, 
Mississippi, and Arkansas, with 
Texas producing 3,150,000 bales 
being far in the lead.

Peanuts, cotton, and corn fit 
in our farming system without a 
serious conflict. Cotton is picked 
before peanuts are ready to dig, 
and corn can be harvested af- 
ter peanuts are dug and picked, 
or grazed off by livestock. Cot- 
ton and peanuts are cash crops 
while corn is mainly grown for 
feed. However, some farmers 
sell corn. The total cash money 
received depends on the yield of 
these crops. The yield depends 
on the fertility of Soil. One of 
the best ways to get high yields 
and increase income is to grow 
winter legumes to turn in the 
spring. Why winter legumes? 
Because they grow on the land 
in winter and need no cultiva- 
tion. They develop a big root 
system. This holds the soil. 
Much valuable plant food is 
held and prevented from leach- 
ing out or wasting away. Then, 
too, they add lots of nitrogen 
and organic matter each year 
which will continue to build 
the soil. 


When there’s plenty of green 
crops in winter, farmers have 


It’s a long time till cotton 
planting time—but still not too 
early to save good planting seed 
from breeder seed planted this 
year, Agronomists of the Alaba- 
ma Extension Service advise 
farmers to place orders now for 
breeder or first year seed be- 
cause good cotton seed are likely 
to be scarce next spring. 


Farmers should make plans 
not to graze crops such as crim- 
son cloyer-rysgrass mixture or 
oats and vetch too heavily this 
fall. Some grazing, however, is 
needed to settle the soil before 
winter rains. Top dressing win- 
ter grazing crops with nitrogen 
soon as plants are up to a good 
stand will give much extra graz- 
ing.

Station at Headland is now in the fifth year 
of an experiment to compare nitrogen with 
lupines as fertilizer for cotton. The experi- 
ment began in 1943 and records show that 
lupine has produced more than half again 
as much cotton as nitrate of soda at the 
rate of 300 pounds per acre. 

The cost of the lupine seed planted at the 
experiment station has been $6.50 per acre 
each year for four years and it has produc- 
ed an average of 636 more pounds of cotton 
per acre than has the 300 pounds of nitrate 
of soda. 

A nitrogen shortage is expected next year 
but there is no shortage of lupine seeds now 
and the price is reasonable. 

No assistance will be offered for the 
planting of winter legumes this fall. The 
program failed to gain the approval of the 
Agricultural Program Branch in Washing- 
ton, so it is up to the farmer to buy the 
seed and do the planting at his own ex- 
pense. 

The value of lupines has been proven, 
however, and the county agent highly re- 
commends its use. It’s a good investment

BLEED THROUGH 


RED CROSS URGES 
CARE T0 PREVENT 
FOREST FIRES 


Terming the next few months 
a danger period for forest fires 
in the Southeast, Mr, Dove 
Johnson, Disaster chairman of 
the West Coffee County Chap- 
ter, American Red Cross, today 
warned local citizens to use 
caution in handling fire in 
wooded areas, 

He listed five rules to use in 
forest fire prevention: 

1. Break every match into— 
pinch until cold; crush out 
thoroughly your cigarette, cigar, 
and pipe ashes, 

2. Stop to smoke in safe places 
and in automobile use the ash 
tray. 

8. Build camp fires in safe 
places; drown them with water 
or smother in with dirt before 
|leaving, Be sure the last spark 
iis out. 

4. Before burning brush or 
iclearing fields, plow a safety 
|line; have help on hand; don’t 
burn fields in dry windy wea- 
ther; be sure the last spark is 
out before leaving. 

5, Kill small fires; report oth- 
ers immediately to the nearest 
forest ranger or fire warden. 

Mr. Johnson issues a plea for 
public cooperation in  forth- 
coming national, state, and local 
forest fire prevention programs. 

It is never too early to begin 
thinking of adequate fire pre- 
vention in Coffee County. The 
West Coffee County Chapter, of 
the American Red Cross is vita- 
lly interested in forest fire pre- 
vention as a means of presery- 
ing America’s natural beauty, 
its watersheds, wildlife, and 
timber crops, he concluded. 


EXPERIMENTS AT 
HEADLAND PROVE 
VALUE OF LUPINE 


Farmers in southeastern Ala- 
bama may obtain ylelds of CoU- 
ton irom home-grown nitrogen 
by planting and turning under 
good crops of blue lupine than 
\they can from store-bought 
commercial nitrogen, used at 
the usual rates, 


This conclusion is based on 
four years results from an ex- 
periment at the Wiregrass Sub- 
station near Headland. In this 
test were compared the effects 
on cotton yields from lupine 
turned under and from commer- 
cial nitrogen. 

Cotton following lupine turn- 
ed under produced 636 more 
pounds of seed cotton per acre 
than cotton fertilized with 300 
pounds per acre of nitrate of 
soda, J. P. Wilson, substation 
superintendent, said in summa- 
rizing the four years results. 

The experiment included 
three plots, each of which was 
fertilized with 600 pounds per 
acre of an 0-8-8. On one plot, 
no nitrogen was applied; on a 
second plot, 300 pounds per acre 
of nitrate of soda was added, 
and on the third plot, no nitro- 
gen was applied but the cotton 
followed a crop of lupine turn- 
ed under. The average yield of 
seed cotton per acre for the 
four years, 1943-46, was: 351 
pounds from the plot getting no 
nitrogen; 994 pounds from the 
plot getting nitrate of soda; and 
11,630 pounds from the plot on 
'which the cotton followed a 
crop of lupine. 

With cotton at 30 cents a 
pound, the lint value of the cot- 
ton following lupine would be a- 
bout $66 more per acre than 
that getting commercial nitro- 
gen; at 20 cents a pound, this 
difference would be $44; and at 
10 cents, it would amount to $22 

The lupine was planted at 
the rate of 100 pounds of seed 
per acre immediately after the 
cotton was picked. Out-of- 
pocket cost for seeding at this 
rate last fall was $6.50 per acre 
whereas the 300-pound applica- 
tion of nitrate of soda this snr- 
ing cost $9 per acre, Wilro. 
pointed out.

Soil Conservation

He practices what he preaches 
is one of the many reasons why 
D, H. James, Chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors of the Wire 
grass Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict is a leader in the soil con- 
servation movement in Coffee 
County. Farming is not his chief 
business, and the actual work is 
done by tenants, but. Mr. James 
spends enough time on the 
farm to see it is kept productive 
and free from erosion. 

When Mr. James talks to a 
farmer friend about kudzu, seri- 
cea, pine trees, pasture, blue lu- 
pine, and canes for fishing poles 
he is often relating his own ex- 
periences. Cover crops such as 
oats and lupine have become a 
habit on his farm, and lupine 
seed for planting 30 acres are 
already in the barn awaiting 
peanut digging. 

Kudzu, sericea, and pine trees 
have tied down the steep land, 
and the kudzu and sericea are 
being used for suplemental gra- 
zing. Branch bottoms are still 
being cleared for pasture, and 
mowing pastures to control the 
weeds is a must on Mr. James 
farm. 

While he maintains that 
farming is a gamble, Mr. James 


will also tell you that diversifi-, 


cation and good soil conserva- 
tion practices, such as- he- is 
using on his farm, will go a 
long way in lessening the odds 
in favor of the farmer.

Public Library 
Serves Elba For 


Eleven Years 


Loaned Books To 
1200 Patrons 
Last Year 


It was back in April, 1936 that 
the members of the Elba Study 
Club first conceived the idea of 
a library for Elba. The need of 
a library had been apparent for 
many years but efforts to get 
one started had failed because 
of lack of funds, 

The Study Club took theadm?® 
rary as a project, however, . 
Started with a book shower. 
Hach member contributed books 
she had on hand and a library 
was set up in the living room 
of one of the members. 

The stock of books was small 
and the inconvenience of hav- 
ing it in a private home was 
great but the idea of having a 
library was growing. On Sep- 
tember 14, 1936, the books were 
moved to the City Hall and have 
been kept there continuously 
since that time. The members of 
the Elba Study Club and the 
Three-In-One Club served as 
Librarians for several months. 

In December, 1936, the Elba 
Study Club secured an NYA pro- 
ject with one librarian and op- 
erated under this project until 
December, 1939, 

In March, 1937, the City of El- 
ba bought a bankrupt stock of 
books in Montgomery. The City 
and the Study Club then com- 
bined their stocks of books and 
the city granted the library a 
space in the City Hall. The City 
also made an appropriation to- 
ward the financing of the lib- 
rary. The Study Club continued 
to manage the library, hired a 
\librarian and raised money to

brarian’s salary and other ex-" 
ee 

On December 13, 1939, a WPA 
Project was secured by the lib- 
rary. However, this project was 
discontinued in April, 1943, and 
the library has been financed 
entirely by the Clubs, indivi- 
duals and the City. 

Under the new set-up the lib- 
rary continued to grow and ser- 
ve an ever increasing number of 
patrons. The club put on an an- 
nual Halloween Carnival to 
raise more money and until the 
present time has _ furnished 
money on which the library has 
operated. 

The Elba Library has won the 
distinction of being awarded the 
Thomas M. Owen Loving Cup of 
the Sixth District of Federated 
Clubs on two occasions for its 
outstanding work in Library Ex- 
tension Service. 

The library now has some 4,- 
000 volumes at the disposal of 
all persons in this territory and 
last year loaned books to more 
than 1200 people. This service is 
a valuable one, and Elba should 
well be proud of its library.
